lie LONELINESS OF THE ENGLISH 
LIGHTHOUSE KEEPERS, 


Cuéious Instances of Failure of the 
Editorial Memory. 


Among magazine editors that particu- 
lar kind of a meniory which recognizes 
instantiy any literary thing which it has 
seen before is developed to the limit of 
its capacity. Very rarely can a story be 
republished, even in a slightly garbled 
form or after ap interval of mavy years 
and not be recognized and spotted b; 
some outside editor, even if it has slipped 
past the censorship ‘of the staff. The 
method usually followed by people who 
attempt to pass off old stories as original 
is to copy some practically unknown 
story by a famous author, leave out a 
litde, add a little, and yet save enough 
that is good to make their version stand 
out from the ordinary run of the manu- 
scripts which are declined every day by 
the magazine editors, 

Some years ago one of the larger 
monthlies published a poem by a well 
known poet who died more than a cen- 
tury ago. As printed, it had been sent 
iu by an unknown contributor from the 
west. This poem so struck the editor 
that he printed it, surrounded with a 
series of drawings by one of his best and 
most expensive illustrators. When he 
was informed by his friends of the true 
origin of the poem, he made a resolution 
to accept no contribution from authors of 
whom he had no personal knowledge, and 
for a year or two strictly maintained that 
policy. A somewhat similar case occur- 
red recently when a paper in this state 
published a poem by Keats and duly 
printed the poet’s name beneath the title. 
A number of western papers reprinted 
the poem, giving credit to John Keats 
in the — —. 

The use of extracts from magazines in 
newspapers and other magazines is not 
objected to by most of the large publish- 
ing houses, provided that the extracts are 
short ones and that a regular credit and 
copyright notice is printed either at the 
top or bottom of the article. In spite of 
this generally understood permission so 
tnany cases occur when material is used 
and no credit givem that a regular print- 
«| form is kept on hand in most of the 
lurge establishments to be sent out in 
such cases as come «nder their direct no- 
tice, cases which mount up in the course 
of a year to a large number. A warning 
‘s usually enough to make the offending 
xditor publish a note acknowledging his 
ymission in the next issue of his paper, 
ind it is very rare that these slight of- 
fenses baye to be followed up any fur- 
ther,

FUNCTIONS OF NEW YORK. 


At the Bishop Station the Sentinel 
That Lights the Waves Lives In Ale 
most Utter Isolation—A Service 
With Few Enticing Features. 


During the storms that rage intermit- 
tently around the Nnglish coast in win- 
ter the landsman’s mind turns in sym- 
pathy toward those who tn ship or life- 
boat are fighting the waves for dear 
life. But how often does he give one 
thought to the men who iinmure them- 
selves in the lighthouses that stud the 
coast? 

‘I would rather spend my life in a 
penal settlement than be a lighthouse 
keeper,” declared a man to the writer 
after a visit to the Bishop lighthouse, 
off the Cornish coast. “A convict does 
see a little of the world he lives in, but 
a lighthouse keeper sees nothing but a 
dreary expanse of water. I am not sur- 
prised that many of them should lose 
their mental balance.” 

The visitor to the Bishop lighthouse 
did not overcolor the picture. It was 
only the other day that one read of the 
Longships lighthouse, also off the coast 
of Cornwall, having been completely 
isolated for many weeks in consequence 
of fearful storms. The keepers had 
been reduced to smoking coffee, hops 
and tea leaves, though, fortunately, 
they had not wanted for food. 

The keepers of the famous Eddystone 
lighthouse not infrequently find them- 
selves In a similar predicament. Ina 
gale the waves that buffet themselves 
against this wonderful monument to 
the engineering skill of the country are 
of such stupendous magnitude that 
they rise to a height of 200 feet and 
sweep right over the lantern. To those 
cooped up inside the sound of these 
waves is like that of a battery of guns 
at close quarters. “At such times the 
house shakes like a tree with a man 
on the top of it,” was the graphic de- 
scription of one who spent many years 
of his life there. 

The new Eddystone is the roomfest 
and most comfortable of all our rock 
lighthouses. A sectional view of it 
shows the yarious compartments, com- 
mencing at the bottom with the water 
tank; then the entrance, the two oil 
receptacles, the storeroom, the crane, 
the living apartment, the low light, the 
bedroom and the service room in the 
order named. Formerly only twe 
keepers were employed in the light- 
Louse, but a grim incident resulted in 
their number being increased. One of 
the two men died. So fierce ran the 
seas that the remaining keeper could 
not get the’ body of his late comrade to 
the shore. For a month the tempestu- 
ous weather continued, and for a 
month the surviving keeper lived alone 
With the body as his only companion. 
He was afrald to cast it into the 
waves, for he might be accused of mur- 
der.
